Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report,  including  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the  year  1954. 

There  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  vital  statistics. 

Notifications  of  the  common  infectious  diseases  were  fewer  than  last  year 
and  there  were  no  deaths.  However,  the  rapid  increase  of  cases  of  measles 
and  whooping  cough  at  the  end  of  the  year  suggested  the  beginning  of  con¬ 
siderable  epidemics. 

The  value  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  clearly  demonstrated  by 
the  absence  of  the  disease  in  the  district  and  by  its  spectacular  decline 
throughout  the  country.  In  1944  there  were  over  22,000  cases  with  more  than 
900  deaths,  and  in  1954,  less  than  200  cases  with  less  than  10  deaths.  The  great 
majority  of  parents  here  now  regard  diphtheria  immunisation  as  an  essential, 
rather  than  an  optional  treatment  for  infants. 

Whooping  cough  immunisation  has  been  available  here  since  1948  and  this 
jear  combined  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  prophylaxis  was  introduced. 

Housing\  remains  a  major  problem  in  spite  of  the  steady  development  of 
new  estates.  Details  of  the  years  work  including  reports  by  the  Housing 
Architect  and  Housing  Superintendent  will  be  found  in  Section  D. 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with  in¬ 
dividually  over  the  past  few  years,  and  next  year  the  main  attack  on  unfit  areas 
will  be  resumed.  A  schedule  of  properties  which  are,  in  my  opinion,  unfit, 
will  be  submitted  to  enable  you  to  decide  on  your  plan  of  action.  I  hope  that 
redevelopment  of  the  sites  will  be  considered  concurrently  with  clearance  and 
in  this  connection  it  may  be  appropriate  to  quote  from  my  report  of  1937 
“Our  first  clearance  area,  represented  5/9/33  and  confirmed  31/1/35,  still  re¬ 
mains  a  wilderness  and  a  potential  rubbish  dump.  A  vacant  site  may  be 
more  of  a  danger  to  health  than  its  unfit  houses  and  the  replanning  and  re¬ 
development  of  these  sites  is  an  urgent  necessity.” 
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There  are  many  houses  in  the  district  lacking  amenities  which,  in  m.y 
opinion,  are  essential,  though  they  are  not  legally  required  e.g.  piped  hot 
water  supply  and  bathroom,  and  modern  accommodation  for  the  preparation 
and  storage  of  food.  When  such  properties  are  in  good  repair  an  improve¬ 
ment  grant  is  available  to  facilitate  the  work.  Very  few  individual  owners 
have  taken  advantage  of  this  provision,  but  the  National  Coal  Board  have  done 
so  and  combined  improvement  and  conversion  in  some  sixty  of  their  houses. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-nine  conversions  were  completed  reducing  the 
lemaining  pail  closets  to  seven  hundred  and  twelve. 


Your  inspectors  continued  the  regular  duties  of  housing  inspection  and 
securing  necessary  repairs.  When  the  work  is  not  done  willingly  the  pro¬ 
cedure  needed  to  enforce  action  is  very  lengthy  and  meanwhile  the  tenant  may 
be  living  in  considerable  discomfort.  The  inspectors  are  sometimes  blamed, 
quite  unjustly,  for  ‘doing  nothing”  and  I  have  to  explain  the  facts  to  a  dis¬ 
gruntled  tenant  who  expects  the  Health  Department  to  see  that  his  troubles 
are  quickly  resolved. 


With  the  Decontrol  of  Food  and  the  Marketing  of  Agricultural  Produce, 
the  licensing  of  slaughterhouses  had  again  to  be  considered,  bearing  in  mind 
the  needs  of  the  district  and  the  principle  of  moderate  concentration.  It  was 
finally  resolved  that  the  seven  slaughterhouses  listed  in  the  report  would  be 
adequate  and  that  they  were  the  most  suitable  premises  available.  All  had  to 
be  renovated  and,  where  necessary,  altered  and  extended  to  bring  them  up  to 
the  standards  you  have  prescribed,  though,  of  course,  their  situation  had  to 
remain  as  before.  One  appeal  to  the  Court,  against  your  refusal  to  licence, 
was  upheld,  subject  to  compliance  with  your  standards. 

The  essential  work  of  meat  inspection  at  each  of  the  seven  licenced 
slaughterhouses  occupied  a  considerable  proportion  of  your  inspectors’  time. 


Preparations  were  made  for  the  work  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the 
functions  of  which  will  be  taken  over  from  the  County  Council  next  year. 


I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  for  their  whole  hearted  support  and  efficient  work  during  the  year.

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Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  under  review  has  been  quite  satisfactory  in  regard  to  several 
aspects  of  our  public  health  work,  and  although  progress  is  not  always  as 
rapid  as  many  think  it  should  be,  the  fact  remains  that  progress  has  and  is 
being  made. 

The  conversion  of  pail  closets  is  still  taking  up  a  considerable  amount  of 
time.  During  the  year  169  pail  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage 
system.  The  first  compulsory  scheme  was  completed  in  June.  The  contract  was 
let  by  public  tender  to  a  fixed  specification  for  the  conversion  of  77  closets. 
Some  owners  moved  in  with  their  own  builders  and  24  conversions  were 
done  under  the  £10  grant,  leaving  53  completed  by  the  contractor  for  the 
Council.  92  other  pails  were  converted  by  owners  themselves  under  the 
grant  scheme.  The  second  compulsory  scheme  commenced  in  the  autumn  and 
is  still  in  progress.  This  scheme  includes  a  total  of  162  pails,  but  as  before, 
owners  are  moving  in  again,  and  the  final  position  will  not  be  known  until 
the  contract  is  finished. 

A  new  slum*  clearance  report  is  being  prepared  as  a  result  of  the  Ministry’s 
directive  to  Local  Authorities.  You  will  note  that  20  houses  have  been  re¬ 
presented  as  unfit  during  this  year  and  the  majority  of  the  pre-war  scheduled 
slum  property  has  now  been  dealt  with.  A  small  estate  of  59  houses,  owned 
by  the  National  Coal  Board,  is  being  completely  modernised  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  by  means  of  an  improvement  grant,  and 
this  work  should  be  completed  by  the  summe.-  of  next  year.  The  Council 
are  dealing  with  11  houses  in  Charles  Street  m  the  same  way,  and  a  few 
private  owners  are  considering  taking  advantage  of  the  grant  scheme.  I  did 
expect  that  more  private  owners  would  have  made  application  for  the  grant, 
and  I  am  still  convinced  that  many  houses  which  are  gradually  deteriorating 
and  will  eventually  reach  the  borderline  of  slum  clearance  standards,  could 
be  saved  for  many  more  years  of  habitation,  if  works  of  repair  and  m.odern- 
isation  were  done  now. 

Meat  was  de-rationed  at  the  beginning  of  July,  and  at  rather  short  notice, 
Local  Authorities  were  given  the  task  of  ensuring  that  adequate  facilities 
existed  for  the  resumption  of  private  slaughtering,  on  a  policy  of  moderate 
concentration.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Ministry, 
a  meeting  was  held  at  which  a  large  number  of  the  local  butchers  met  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  and  officials  to  attempt  to  reach  some  agreement  on  the 
question  of  slaughterhouses.  Many  of  the  old  slaughterhouses  were  considered 
unsuitable  and  licences  were  granted  in  7  cases  subject  to  the  premises  being 
brought  up  to  standard.  Extensive  alterations  had  to  be  made  to  these  existing 
buildings,  and  additional  cooling  rooms  were  built.  It  was  hoped  that  the 
accommodation  thus  provided  would  serve  the  needs  of  the  district.  How¬ 
ever,  the  end  of  the  story  is  not  yet  known.  We  all  hope  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment’s  final  policy  with  regard  to  the  erection  and  siting  of  large  public 
abattoirs  will  soon  be  made  known.  Back  street  slaughterhouses  should  be 
eliminated  as  soon  as  possible.  There  can  be  no  place  for  them  in  modern 
town  planning,  nor  for  that  matter,  in  modern  civilization. 

There  was  some  interference  with  the  refuse  tips  by  unauthorised  persons 
and  fires  were  started.  These  fires  are  costly  and  dangerous,  and  the  public 
should  be  warned  that  a  refuse  tip  should  not  be  interfered  with  under  any 
circumstances.  The  Council  were  compelled  to  prosecute  on  two  occasions 
for  trespass  on  the  Charnwood  tip. 

I  have  to  thank  Dr.  McKean  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  continued 
support  and  encouragement,  and  to  all  the  inspectors  and  staff  for  their 
loyalty  and  hard  work.

Jaundme  was  noted  in  thirteen  infants,  eight  of  the  mothers  being  Rh 
positive,  three  Rh  negative  and  the  two  others  unknown. 

Premature  Births 

Fifty  nine  infants  were  notified  as  premature  by  birth  weight. 

Twenty-four  were  born  in  hospital.  Thirty-five  were  born  at  home,  nine 
of  whom  were  subsequently  nursed  in  hospital.  Four  of  these  failed  to  survive. 

All  the  infants  born  and  nursed  at  home  survived. 

Twin  pregnancy  accounted  for  seven  of  the  infants,  both  the  infants  being 
premature  in  two,  and  one  of  the  pair  in  three  others. 

The  survival  rate  of  88%  is  very  satisfactory.

Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year 

The  rate  still  lags  behind  the  figure  for  the  smaller  towns  in  England  and 
Wales,  and  is  above  the  average  for  the  Urban  Districts  in  Nottinghamshire. 

The  most  lethal  factors  were  prematurity  and  congenital  malformation 
v/hich  accounted  for  eleven  of  the  nineteen  deaths. 

Half  of  the  neonatal  deaths  occurred)  on  the  first  day  of  life. 

Illness  of  the  mother  was  a  predisposing  cause  in  four  instances — two  had 
toxaemia  of  pregnancy,  one  an  ante  partum  haemorrhage,  and  a  third  a 
macrocytic  anaemia  of  pregnancy  and  who  had  lost  her  first  baby  a  year 
before. 

One  infant  v/as  a  premature  twin,  the  other  twin  being  still  born. 

Respiratory  infection  was  fatal  in  four  infants,  two  in  the  first  week, 
one  at  10  days  and  the  fourth  at  7  weeks. 


None  of  the  mothers  were  employed  in  industry  and  environmental  con¬ 
ditions  did  not  appear  to  have  any  direct  causal  relationship  to  the  deaths.

Of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty  four  maternity  cases  treated  in  hospital 
ninety  seven  were  admitted  on  account  of  unsuitable  home  conditions  and 
the  others  for  medical  reasons.  Eleven  mothers  required  blood  transfusion. 


Forty  five  births  were  notified  from  nursing  homes. 


The  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  held  two  sessions  during  the  year, 
and  a  total  of  293  blood  donors  attended.  Forty  six  new  donors  were  enrolled, 
but  this  is  far  short  of  the  number  needed. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

One  of  the  cases  mentioned  in  previous  reports  died  and  the  others  were 
under  supervision.  The  man  admitted  to  hospital  in  1953  is  still  there  and  is 
likely  to  be  there  permanently.  His  house  is  steadily  becoming  more  dilapidated 
and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  adequate  solution  to  the  problem.  Appar¬ 
ently  it  must  be  kept  available  for  him  indefinitely,  a  nuisance  to  the  neigh¬ 
bours  and  a  reproach  to  the  Health  Department. 


Case  6.  An  old  lady  aged  76  years  suffering  from  senile  dementia.  She 
was  the  owner  occupier  of  a  very  comfortable  home  and  was  unwilling  to  go 
into  hospital  though  she  was  a  danger  to  herself  and  to  others.  Initial  steps 
were  taken  to  use  Section  47,  but  before  the  procedure  was  completed,  she 
was  persuaded  to  enter  hospital  voluntarily,  where  she  died  about  a  month 
later.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 


The  quantity  available  from  the  Council’s  own  source  at  Rushley  is 
grossly  deficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Some  forty-six  million  gallons  pass  through  the  mains  each  month,  ap¬ 
proximately  twenty  from  Rushley,  over  twenty -three  from  the  Meden  Valley 
Joint  Board,  and  the  remainder  from  the  Borough  of  Mansfield. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  bore  hole  at  Far  Baulker. 

The  proposed  scheme  for  a  shallow  well  at  Cauldwell  was  abandoned 
after  an  official  inquiry. 

Approximately  fifteen  houses  with  a  population  of  fifty-one  are  supplied 
by  standpipe. 


Rushley  Supply 

A  reserve  plant  is  now  available  to  ensure  constant  chlorination. 

The  six  bacteriological  analyses  of  raw  water  were  satisfactory. 

From  the  mains,  thirty-five  bacteriological  and  thirteen  chemical  an¬ 
alyses  were  also  satisfactory  and  showed  no  further  evidence  of  faecal  coli.

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Collection 

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  collection  proceeded  smoothly  throughout  the  year.  A  regular  weekly 
collection  was  maintained  and  labour  was  adequate,  although  the  department 
was  often  not  up  to  full  strength.  Credit  is  due  to  the  regular  employees  of  the 
Council  for  their  efforts  in  what  is  a  decidedly  unpopular  sphere  of  employment. 
Transport  presented  no  difficulties.  Three  refuse  vehicles  were  completely  re¬ 
conditioned  in  our  own  workshop,  and  the  normal  maintenance  and  repair  of 
all  the  vehicles  was  completed  satisfactorily  and  economically.  No  new  vehicles 
were  purchased. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  in  this  district  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  average  cost  in  Urban  Districts  throughout  the  country. 

The  final  layer  of  the  Stoneyford  Road  Tip  was  completed  in  the  early 
summer.  The  tip  was  then  soiled  and  seeded  and  handed  back  to  the  Parks  and 
Pleasure  Grounds  Committee  for  future  development. 

Cesspools. 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  did  present  a  problem,  in  so  far  that  several 
in  the  area  previously  emptied  by  the  Council  had  been  done  so  by  access  over 
private  land  adjoining  the  houses  in  question.  The  right  of  way  was  terminated 
and  the  only  answer  to  the  problem  was  the  purchase  of  a  small  trailer  pump 
which  could  be  manhandled  within  the  boundaries  of  the  properties  involved.

HOUSING 

In  June,  the  list  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  was  reviewed,  and,  as  a 
result,  the  number  was  reduced  by  over  seven  hundred.  Twenty  of  the  fam¬ 
ilies  indicated  they  no  longer  wanted  a  Council  house  and  the  remainder 
either  failed  to  reply  or  could  not  be  traced. 

Two  hundred  and  nineteen  new  houses  and  one  hundred  and  eight  re-lets 
became  available  during  the  year.  After  deduction  of  those  allocated  to  the 
l-'ealth  Department,  one  hundred  and  eighty  nine  houses  and  eighty  five  relets 
remained  for  normal  housmg  needs.  Had  building  kept  pace  with  the  demand 
the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  would  have  been  one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  five,  but,  in  fact,  it  was  two  hundred  and  seventy  seven  more.

Diphtheria 

The  last  case  in  an  immunised  child  was  notified  in  1944  and  in  an 
unimmunised  child  in  1946.

Whooping  Cough 

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  notifications  were  received  and  the  disease 
became  epidemic  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  when  one  hundred  of  the 
cases  occurred.

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

One  case  was  notified  in  October.  The  victim  was  a  boy  aged  six  years. 
On  September  24th  he  had  a  “cold”  and  on  October  15th  complained  of  pains 
in  the  neck,  though  he  was  ambulant  and  afebrile.  He  became  febrile  and 
drowsy  on  October  18th  and  developed  a  left  facial  paralysis.  After  admis¬ 
sion  to  hospital  he  recovered  without  further  spread  of  the  paralysis. 

An  adult  was  admitted  to  hospital  as  a  suspected  case  but  the  diagnosis 
was  not  confirmed. 


Pneumonia

Dysentery 


A  boy,  aged  seven,  admitted  to  King’s  Mill  Hospital  from  another  district 
developed  diarrhoea  and  pyrexia  a  week  after  a  mastoid  operation,  and  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Sonne  dysentery. 

He  was  nursed  in  hospital  and  recovered.  No  evidence  of  the  source  of 
infection  was  found,  and  none  of  the  members  of  his  family  gave  a  history  of 
any  similar  illness. 


Paratyphoid  Fever 

There  were  two  cases  of  paratyphoid  B  fever. 

Both  were  notified  in  October  but  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  connection 
between  them,  and  the  original  source  of  infection  was  not  found. 

The  first  was  a  child  aged  three,  admitted  to  Forest  Hospital  as  a  case  of 
gastro  enteritis.  The  infecting  organism  was  found  to  be  paratyphoid  B. 

The  second  was  an  adult  who  was  admitted  to  Mansfield  General  Hospital 
for  investigation  where  the  diagnosis  of  paratyphoid  B  was  confirmed,  and 
she  was  transferred  to!  the  Forest  Flospital. 

Both  cases  made  an  uneventful  recovery 

The  last  known  case  in  the  district  occurred  in  1941. 


Gastro  Enteritis 

Five  children  were  admitted  to  hospital  with  gastro  enteritis.  Two  were 
from  the  same  family,  one,  aged  a  year  and  nine  months,  being  admitted  four¬ 
teen  days  after  her  sister,  aged  nine  weeks.  The  older  child  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  a  Salmonella  infection  and  this  was  the  only  case  in  which  an 
organism  was  isolated.  The  home  conditions  were  not  very  satisfactory. 

The  only  child  who  died  was  a  little  girl,  aged  a  year  and  three  months, 
and  she  came  from  a  good  home. 


Food  Poisoning 

In  June,  six  children  and  one  member  of  the  staff  of  New  Street  School 
had  attacks  of  vomiting  about  three  hours  after  taking  the  school  dinner.  The 
same  meal  had  been  taken  by  fifty-nine  children  and  eight  adults.  It  con¬ 
sisted  of  pilchards,  peas,  potatoes  and  white  sauce,  followed  by  jam  sponge 
and  custard.  No  positive!  information  was  obtained  from  the  samples  of  food 
examined.  Recovery  v/as  rapid  and  complete. 

During  September,  in  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  fourteen  cases 
of  diarrhoea  occurred  in  period  of  fourteen  days.  The  cases  werr  distri¬ 
buted  over  five  wards  and  no  conclusive  common  factor  was  demonstrated. 
Bacteriological  examinations  were  negative.

Thei’e  was  a  slight  increase  in  primary  notifications  for  men  and  a  rela¬ 
tively  greater  increase  for  women  However,  in  neither  case  did  the  total 
numbers  exceed  the  average  for  the  past  few  years. 


Four  of  the  cases  were  family  contacts,  two  adults  and  two  children,  one 
of  the  latter  being  the  fourth  case  within  the  same  family  group. 

In  .addition  to  primary  notifications,  three  men  and  two  women  were 
added  to  the  register  as  inv.mrd  transfers  from  other  areals. 

Two  of  the  new  cases  in  men  were  miners  and  the  only  women  employed 
i.n  industry  were  four  hosiery  workers.

Tvm  cases  were  removed  on  recovery,  and  seven  left  the  district. 

One  pulmonary  case  was  added  to  the  register  after  death — a  very  rapidly 
lethal  infection. 
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Special  consideration  was  given  to  the  housing  needs  of  those  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  recommendations  for  priority  were  made  to 
the  Housing  Committee.

In  addition  to  the  priority,  cases,  one  family  secured  a  new  house  during 
the  year  from  the  normal  housing  list. 


Tuberculin  Testing  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  sessions  are  held  at/  King's 
Mill  Hospital.  During  the  year,  from  this  district,  seven  infants,  six  children 
age  1 — 4  years,  and  two  school  children  were  vaccinated. 


Mass  Radiography 

The  Unit  was  set  up  in  the  Eastbourne  School,  Station  Road,  from  21st 
to  30th  April,  and  2,625  persons  were  X-rayed.  1,016  males  and  1,609  females. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Medical  Director’s  Report; — 

The  outstanding  feature  of  this  survey  was  the  variety  of  conditions  both 
pulmonary  and  cardiac  that  were  discovered  As  you  will  see  from  the 
statistical  table  nearly  every  pathological  lesion  possible  was  seen  during  the 
survey. 

Three  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discovered,  an  incidence  of 
1  per  1,000.  Normally,  the  incidence  of  this  form  of  tuberculosis  is  2  per  1,000* 

Seven  cases  of  observation  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discovered.  These 
are  definite  cases,  but  it  was  impossible  at  the  time  of  examination  to  be 
certain  whether  or  not  they  were  healed.  Later,  one  or  two  of  them,  might 
be  found  to  be  active.  The  incidence  was  0  26%  which  compares  very  fav¬ 
ourably  with  the  usual  incidenceof  about  0.6% 


All  the  cases  have  been  r-Terred  to  a  chest  physician  for  treatment  or 
further  investigation  as  may  be  found  necessary. 


Two  cases,  one  a  Pleural  Effusion  and  the  other  a  Spontaneous  Pneumo- 
t.horax,  had  been  X-rayed  by  the  Unit  previously,  when  their  X-ray  films  were 
found  to  be  normal.  This  shows  the  value  of  periodic  X-ray  of  the  chest.
